ABSTRACT 


An apparatus for supporting medical fluids for delivery to a patient during 
surgery, in particular for fluids for intravenous delivery to the patient, is provided. The 
apparatus comprises a clamp for removably securing the apparatus to an object, such as a 
surgical table or bed, to allow the object to support the apparatus, the object being 
immovable relative to the patient to which the fluids are to be delivered. An arm is 
provided extending from the clamp. A support is connected to the arm remote from the 
clamp, the support being adapted to retain a receptacle containing medical fluids. In one 
embodiment, the arm is movable longitudinally with respect to the clamp, thereby 
allowing the position of the support with respect to the clamp to be adjusted. In a second 
embodiment, the arm is rotatable about the clamp such that the fluid receptacle support 
may be moved within a plane containing the longitudinal axis of the arm. 
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
